CLEVELAND, Oct. 25. — Drastic 


cuts in the price of bituminous coal 
to consumers are expected to follow 
the conference of soft coal operators 
with which federal officials assemble 
here tomorrow. 


Negotiations have been in progress 


between the department of justice rep- 
resenting the government and 
the 


National Coal Operators Association, 
organ of the operators, for some time. 


More than 700 operators of bitumin- 


ous mines representing practically the 
entire soft coal producing regions east 
of the Rocky Mountain states are e 
pected to be present. 


The government relies on the pow- 


ers centered by the Lever law to force 
down the prices of soft coal, which are 
nqw the highest for this season 'of the 
year ever recorded in the United 
States. It is alleged that the profits 
made by producers are' exorbitant, 
despite the fact that miners • today 
are receiving the highest wage in the 
history of the industry. 


A clear cut issue will be presented 


by the' government when the confer- 
ence opens. Either reduce prices and 
eliminate re-sale, abuses or face fed- 
eral prosecution, is the ultimatum. 


Domestic consumers of coal for the 


most part" have been delaying order- 
ing their winter supply in the hope 
that promise-d reductions in prices will 
be made effective.

BE PERFECT WHEN 


STAND'S GIVEN 


Townships seeking to participate" in 


the benefits of the reserve school fund 
are cautioned to enforce the attend- 
ance law In order that they may be 
eligible to -receive state aid. 


In a letter to County Superintendent 


L. C. Shaw Monday State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Vernon 
M. Riegel says: 


"Section 7595 of the General Code 


provides that the state superintendent 
of public instruction shall administer 
the reserve fund of $500,000 for weak 
districts. •Section 7596 provides that 
the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion may require changes 
in 
local 


school policies as a condition of par- 
ticipation in the reserve fund for state 
aid. Where it has been the policy of 
boards of education to refuse or neg- 
lect to enforce the attendance law-, it 
is hereby ordered that such policy 
shall be changed at once and that all 
children in the district of legal school 
age shall be __ caused to attend school 
or state aid will be refused. 


"Furthermore, no district is entitled 


to participation In the reserve fund 
unless it has exhausted all its avail- 
able means of revenue. It can not be 
said that a district has exhausted all 
its available means of 'revenue unless 
it has increased its aggregate days of 
attendance to the greatest number pos- 
sible, because aggregate days of at- 
tendance is a means of revenue."

Milestones in Prison Career of MacSwiney 


Terence MacSwlnoy's prison career dates back to May, 1916. when as 
one of Cork's aldermen, he was arrested and deported without charge 
or trial to Wakefield prison in England. 
Some months later he was released without examination. He was 


again arrested in February, 1917, and again deported without trial to 
England. 
He escaped and returned to Ireland in June, 1D17. 
HO was again arrested In November of that year and sentenced to 


nine months1 imprisonment for a seditious speech. 
Because of ill health, he was released in February, 1918. only to be re- 
arrested 'the following month. He was sent to Belfast prison to com- 
plete his sentence. 
His health broke down completely and he was released- September 6, 


but re-arrested shortly afterward and again deported to England without 
charge or trial. In March .1919, ho was released without examination. 
Warrants for his arrest were issued in September. 1919; November, 


1919, January, 1920 and March, 1920, but all efforts to apprehend him 
failed until August 12 last, when he was taken into custody while hold- 
ing court in city hri.ll, Cork, and was deported to England for the fourth 
time.

IS it was announced that the lord 
mayor had a slight cqjd.

MacSwiney was arrested at Cork 


August 12. He was sentenced to pris- 
on by a British courtmartial on tho 
charge of having seditious documents 
in his possession.

imposed fast. 


Sinn Feiners threatened to engulf
